365 days. Veteran hands know better than to 
resolve to do better but they will promise 
to keep trying. 
There isn’t any telling how much poor coffee 
and mediocre food we have consumed while 
discussing how to make the editorial pages 
better. The wonder is that our editorials aren’t 
better than they are. 
An editorial writer’s role and importance are 
often exaggerated both favorably and unfavor­ 
ably. He wields no power. He does exert in­ 
fluence. He probably is not a molder of public 
opinion. 
He merely stimulates thinking. This is a public 
service because people otherwise would think too 
little, not too much about the problems of 
society. 
Every small city editorial writer knows that he 
is most effective and most interesting, too, 
in discussing community, regional and state 
problems, leaving national and world issues 
to those newspapers, which have specialists 
in these fields and whose editorial writers 
have exhaustive research material at their 
fingertips and the time to study it. 
The most unusual editorial project and most 
amusing ever related to us at an assembly 
of writers was that to build a white way to 
a small town cemetery. 
The editor was determined that the good 
people of his community were going to be 
spared the ordeal of stumbling on the way to 
the graveyard whether they were afoot or 
awheel. 
If we ever come within a hundred m iles of 
the town we are going to visit it at night to 
personally check on the power of the press. 
Another crusade did pay off. An editor felt 
that a pasture on which a farmer grazed a 
buffalo herd should be adorned by a sign to 
give visitors the name of the community. He 
started soliciting buffalo nicjc^ls to construct 
that sign. It was built. 
This is the grist from which community 
editorials are made. 
Let the metropolitans 
discuss the federal budget, what to do about 
the war in Viet Nam, how to deal with Charles 
de Gaulle and the war between India and Pakistan.

— Judge Andrew C. Wood of the Detroit 
Traffic Court, not only a good judge but a 
practical man, several months ago began crack­ 
ing down on drivers convicted of aggravated 
offenses. They must surrend license plates and 
certificates of registration as well as their 
operators’ licenses. 
One of the first persons Judge Wood applied 
the iron-fist treatment to was apprehended for 
driving at 45 m.p.h. through alleys and resi­ 
dential streets. 
— In Downey, California, Judge Leon Emerson 
thoughtfully ordered a speeder to walk from 
Downey to Norwalk (12 miles) and back wearing 
a cloth sign (made by the offender) which read: 
“ I am a speed violater — 90 m.p.h. on freeway.” 
That sore-footed motorist probably will think 
twice before he tromps down on the gas pedal 
again. 
If some aggrieved drivers, self-righteously 
recalling the last time they were forced to 
the shoulder of the road, had their way, the 
scofflaws among us would be fastened in public 
stocks. 
Some have suggested that drivers convicted 
of serious offenses be required to affix their 
names in large letters to their rear bumpers, 
beside symbols signifying their offenses. Speed­ 
ing — red vertical bar; reckless driving — 
horizontal black bar, etc. 
Personally, we think they all should have 
bars around them—thick, iron ones.

He acts 
from the heart. 
It was im pressive to see the pope, no longer 
young, give so much of his strength and en­ 
durance and take time from his busy life to 
preach a m essage of peace. 
In coming to New York, the first pope to visit 
this country or the western hemisphere, he 
strengthened the United Nations at a time when 
it needed bolstering. 
All peace loving people of the world should be 
grateful for the pope’s efforts and his willingness 
to give so much of himself and of the prestige 
of his office in pursuit of peace. 
Nuclear war is unthinkable. 
Regretfully, Pope Paul did not announce on his 
New York visit a lifting of the church’s ban 
against birth control. 
This would have improved the prospect for 
peace because the consequences of the popula­ 
tion explosion are a powerful factor in en­ 
couraging war. 
Population is the world’s number one problem 
and it is growing in influence and complexity 
with every passing tick of the clock. 
But as for the pope’s visit the United States 
has seldom witnessed such a powerful, unselfish 
act by any leader in its long history. May 
the Lord bless his efforts.

TEXAS GOVERNOR TAKES ISSUE WITH 
PRESIDENT JOHNSON 
Governor John Connally of Texas took a 
stand on 14(b) and Right to Work in direct 
opposition to his friend and fellow Texan, 
President Lyndon B. Johnson, 
In a telegram sent May 21 to members of 
the Texas delegation in the House of Rep­ 
resentatives, Governor Connally urged them to 
oppose the administration-sponsored repeal leg­ 
islation. 
In his telegram to the Congressmen, Governor 
Connally pointed out that Texas has had a 
Right to Work Law on its books for 18 years. 
He added, “ It guarantees and protects the right 
to join unions as well as the right to refuse 
to join a union. Unions have expanded their 
membership and influence under this law, and 
repeal is not necessary to protect the right of 
working men to join together in unions for their 
mutual protection and benefit. 
“ The public policy of Texas as expressed 
by the legislature and our courts supports the 
Right to Work Law. Moreover, the Democratic 
platform on which all other Democrats and I 
were elected in 1962 called for the retention 
of that law. Therefore, I strongly urge that you 
oppose any legislation which calls for repeal of 
Section 14(b) of the Taft-Hartley Act.”

Steel Union’s New Goal: 4-Da> 
Week; 5-Days Pay. 
New 
York: - Apparently 
everybody 
except 
the 
“ prisoners” 
have forgotten 
“ the week that w as” when 
the 
bantering, cajoling, persuasive 
Lyndon 
Johnson “ in car­ 
cerated” the men of steel in 
a White House executive of­ 
fice suite. 
Only the other day the steel 
union's chiefs reported to 
a 
district convention here, and 
this correspondent found him­ 
self in lonely vigil at an empty 
press table. But this trip was 
necessary. 
Big news was made albeit 
wrapped in the rollicking Irish 
wit of United Steel w orer s ' Vice- 
President Joe Molony. His re­ 
port spoke of the things to come 
in the future from the week that 
was. 
Molony predicted that 
the 
million-member steel union will 
fight for what should be de­ 
scribed 
as 
perm anent unem­ 
ployment insurance. 
No worker should ever 
be 
without incom e, asserted the 
mellifluous Molony. 
He disclosed that the union 
will launch a legislative drive 
to make it the federal law that 
an employed w orker shall 
be 
compensated by the state —for 
years if necessary — between 
jobs. 
“ A man should receive un­ 
employment insurance,” 
said 
Molony, “ not for six months, 
not for a year, but until he's 
given another job. . . It should 
be the work of the trade union 
movement to petition C ongress. 
to allow a man to receive 
a 
percentage of his wages when 
he is unemployed until he gets 
another job.” 
This, 
added Molony. is the 
solution to autom ation’s prob­ 
lem s. He announced that 
the 
steel union had a m illion m em ­ 
bers but feared losing some of 
them 
when 
newly automated 
m ills open. 
To offset layoffs, he called for 
a four-day, 32-hour week at 40 
hours pay. This would mean a 20 
per cent increase in wages and 
for the while it is “ im prac­ 
tical.” 
But, he pledged, it will 
be 
won over the next few years. 
And though he spoke while steel 
industry contracts still 
are 
being drawn up (it will take un­ 
til C hristm as), he indicated the 
shape of things to come when 
next these pacts expire in '68. 
The ro ars of laughter matched 
the ro ars of applause as he de­ 
scribed the early hours of the 
week that was. 
The feuding 
negotiators had been

from 
lush, 
velveted 
and 
carpeted, leather • 
chaired

At one point Molony looked 


out the window. There on the 
White House lawn was a huge 
hole (dug by some construction 
w orkers). Molony revealed that

over Secretary- 
T reasurer W alter Burke and 
said “ I think i f s a m ass grave. 
Maybe we ought to move a little 
faste r.” 
But to the industrial execu­ 
tives it was no laughing m atter. 
They fought for every mill of a 
cent because they reckoned that 
ev^ry additional penny an hour, 
added to the pay of the men 
in the m ills, meant an addi­ 
tional $45 million a year. 
For weeks now com puters 
and cost accounting and tax 
experts have been working on 
the final cost of the steel pact 
made behind the firm ly closed 
doors 
under the 
P resident's 
pressu re. 
Their best estim ates 
now 
come to at least a billion and 
a quarter dollars m ore in di­ 
rect labor costs over the 35- 
month contract.

moaning low over what some 
call “ compact poker.”

Hayti Fears U.S. 
Will Call Tune 


By MAX STURM 
HAYTI - When 
the Hayti 
school boa d turned down the 
proposed ki idergarten program 
for the s h >ol to be conducted 
with federa anti-poverty funds 
through the office of economic 
opportunity, 
it 
appeared fed. 
eral officials should take a new 
look at the program . 
What school board wants to 
turn aside such a program that 
would aid scores of pre-school 
age youngsters and at the same 
time acquire $77,000 in federal 
funds In its community? There 
have to be reasons for negative 
action which school directors 
believe to be sound. 
After 
discussing this with 
m em bers of the board it is 
our conclusion that one of the 
m ajor objections is the con­ 
tinued encroachm ent of 
the 
federal 
government in 
the 
schools. 
For years most en- 
lightened citizens have known 
that when the federal 
gov* 
em inent 
pays for the music 
it also calls the tim e. 
Thousands of school district 
directors and adm inistrators 
over the nation have seen tile 
action ol the federal govern. 
merit in 
Its school aid pro­ 
gram s, 
such as 
the school 
lunches and direct grants for 
certain types of instruction. 
The action now appears to be 
to force various school districts 
in both the north and south to 
speed 
up integration faster 
than the school officials think 
is best for their particular 
situation by threatening to with­ 
hold federal educational aids. 
Tile Hayti school district had 
a good H eadstart program going 
last sum m er, which appeared to 
work out well, but this new idea 
is not the sam e thing. 
It is a full nine-month kinder, 
garten operated in connection 
with the school with the federal 
government paying all of 
the 
cost — and 
by so doing con- 
trolling its adm inistration. 
Thus, the thinking of the Hayti 
citizens, who 
oppose it, 
is 
based on 
he fear that once 
the federal government gets 
its feet all the way inside the 
school house door with 
its 
kindergarten program , it will 
move in m ore solidly through­ 
out the rest of the school. 
One school board 
memlier 
said: 
“ IM vo e for it if I could 
be sure we could control and 
adm inister it.** 
This fear of expanding fed­ 
eral intrusion into the opera. 
|ion of tax-supported schools 
Js not confined to Hayti. It is 
spreading among solid thinking 
people of all colors all over 
the nation. If you listened to 
the Chicago school officials on 
the TV news the other evening 
when they com mented on their 
latest difficulties you could not 
overlook a 
statem ent, which 
charged the federal health,edu­ 
cation and w elfare departm ent 
with moving in too rapidly and 
dictatorially into the Chicago 
integration situation. Tile same 
charges are coming out of Mis­ 
sissippi 
and other 
Southern 
states. 
Already in the process his­ 
tory books a re being rew ritten 
to “ desegregate” them . 
Isn't it reasonable to expect 
that the federal HEW depart, 
ment 
will next demand that, 
regardless of what a school 
adm inistrator or his board of 
directors thinks about the new 
books, they had better ase them 
in their course of study if they 
expect to receive any federal 
aid? 
Once this is accom plished, 
isn’t it reasonable to assum e 
that the HEW departm ent will 
then proceed to go whole hog 
and dictate tile entire course of 
study in the schools by con- 
tinuing to threaten withholding 
funds? 
Who can say at this tim e just 
how far this thing will go? 
It simply appears that 
it 
is headed in that direction on 
a downhill course. 
How can it be stopped? 
Can the m ajority of the Hayti 
board of education head it off 
in their schools by refusing to 
sponsor the kindergarten pro- 
gram ? 
Citizens of the town 
who 
favor accepting the federa! of. 
fer take the position that the 
government is going to move 
into the schools sooner or later 
anyway, that there is no way 
to stop them as long u sa school 
cannot get along without 
the 
federal aid, so why pass up 
some $77,000 of the handout 
this year just 
to try to make 
a point on principle? 
While 
federal intrusion in 
the schools is a basic considera­ 
tion 
in 
Hayti, the 
opposing 
school board m em bers have at 
the same tim e pointed out that 
the school doesn’t have class­ 
room , lunchroom and bus space 
to take on such a program in a 
single school on a completely 
integrated basis. 
Another point considered is 
that the government pays teach­ 
e rs in the program $45 for a half 
days work--which is more than 
the district can afford to pay 
teachers 
in the 
rest of the 
school, and this creates dis- 
satisfaction and tension among 
the faculty — and you can’t run 
a 
school system 
efficiently 
and happily with most of 
the 
teachers disgruntled over pay 
scales. 
On the other hand, a leading 
school adm inistration in Pem­ 
iscot county says that the civil 


rights act has a sleeper in 
it 
giving 
any 
individual, 
especially m inority races, the 
right to sue in the name of the 
United States if they think their 
civil rights as prescribed by 
the act have been violated, and 
the U. S. attorney general must 
proceed in court for them. His 
opnion is, 
“ they’ve got 
it 
wrapped up, boys, so if 
you 
can’t 
beat them 
you better 
'line” them .” 
He 
pointed 
out that in his 
school he had observed 
such 
benefits received by children 
in his d istric t’s headstart pro­ 
gram that he was going ahead 
with the new kindergarten plan.

Supporters of the bill said in 
advance they lacked the two- 
thirds 
majority necessary to 
invoke cloture and stop the talk- 
fest which began a week ago 
today. 
Opponents of the m easu re,led 
by Republican Leader Everett 
M. D irksen, were highly confi­ 
dent. 
Dirksen declared “ there are 
plenty of votes” to prevent clo­ 
ture. He was expected tolineup 
at least 25 Republicans against 
it. 
This number, combined with 
the “ N o" votes of 15 or so 
Southern D em ocrats, would be 
am ple. It takes 34 votes to stop 
debatedm iting procedure if all 
IOO senators a re present. 
The bill which touched off the 
filibuster would repeal section 
14B of the Taft.Hartley Act. 
This section allows states to 
outlaw union shop contracts be­ 
tween unions and com panies. 


Employes covered by such con­ 
tracts must join a union within 
30 days to hold a job. 
At present, 19 states have 
laws that prohibit agreem ents 
between unions and companies 
making union 
m em bership a 
condition of continued employ­ 
ment. 
If cloture is defeated in the 
vote scheduled for this after­ 
noon, the only rem aining ques­ 
tion would be whether debate on 
the 14B repealer would continue 
for a while. 
Democratic 
L eader 
Mike 
Mansfield of Montana said he 
did not know about his next 
move. But som e senators ex­ 
pected him to put the repealer 
aside at once.

Tills document 
puts down guidelines for apply­ 
ing the church renewal in their 
activities.

habits and a relaxation of cloist­ 
ered life. The document will be­ 
come a decree once the Pope 
and council form ally prom ul­ 
gate it. 
The council m arked its third 
anniversary today and

John XXIII who started it was 
the object of an increasing drive 
for his canonization.

COLUMBUS DAY 
Columbus Day, observed on Tuesday, Oct. 12, 
commemorates the landfall of Columbus in 
the New World on Oct. 12, 1492. Inasmuch as 
the birthday of Columbus is unknown, his name 
is celebrated in the United States on the anni­ 
versary of the day when he sighted San Salva­ 
dor Island. 
About 600 m iles southeast of Miami and 350 
miles northeast of Cuba, San Salvador is one 
of the Bahamas Island group. For a time it was 
known under the more prosaic name of Watling 
Island. Spain sent no more official expeditions 
to the archipelago after those of Columbus, 
and in the 17th century the Bahamas went under 
British sovereignty. 
Columbus’ epic voyage took 33 days. The 1492 
landing on San Salvador is thus narrated in 
an abstract made by Bartolome de las Casas 
of the diary wTitten by Columbus: “At two 
o’clock in the morning the land was discovered, 
at two leagues’ distance; they took in sail 
and remained under the square-sail, lying to till 
day, which was Friday, when they found them­ 
selves near a small island, one of the Lucayos, 
called in the Indian language Guanahani. Pres­ 
ently they descried people, naked, and the 
Admiral landed in the boat, which was armed.” 
Columbus Day is an official holiday in all 
except 16 states and the District of Columbia. 
The hold-outs, in addition to the District, are 
Alabama, Alaska, Hawaii, Idaho, Maine, Mis­ 
sissippi, New Mexico, Nevada, North Carolina, 
Oklahoma, Oregon, South Carolina, South Dakota, 
Tennessee, Virginia, and Wyoming.

ABORTION IN LAW AND MEDICINE 
Washington — As taboos against open discus­ 
sion of abortion fall away, pressures are rising 
to liberalize state laws and limit the conditions 
under which doctors may legally terminate a 
pregnancy. Support comes chiefly from pity 
for women driven to seek illicit and often 
dangerous means of preventing an unwanted 
birth — and from impatience with laws that 
do not jibe with current practice. 
All states have Taws forbidding abortion except 
under certain rigid conditions. In 45 states, 
the sole legal ground for abortion is to save 
the life of the mother; in other states, the 
exception extends to preserving the woman’s 
health as well as her life. 
No state specifically authorizes abortion for 
eugenic reasons 
(to prevent the birth of a 
deformed child) or because the birth is likely 
to have a damaging psychological effect on the 
mother. Nevertheless an increasing proportion 
of the so-called therapeutic abortions performed 
in American hospitals are for those reasons. 
According to Dr. Alan F. Guttmacher, president 
of Planned Parenthood-World Population, only 
20 percent of abortions carried out at Mt. 
Sinai Hospital in New York City, during his 
recent 
tenure as head of that 
hospital’s 
obstetrics and gynecology department, were 
for the purpose of saving the woman’s life— 
the only ground permitted by New York law. 
Nearly three-fourths of them, he said, were 
performed for eugenic or psychological reasons. 


Aumorities nave reported sim ilar stretching 
of the law by hospitals in other cities. The 
answer appears to be that police do not bother 
reputable hospitals that maintain a board to pass 
on applications for abortion and that are careful 
not to approve too many applications. The New 
York Academy of Medicine, which has taken 
the lead in promotion liberalization of abortion 
laws, has criticized a hospital policy of re­ 
stricting the number of therapeutic abortions 
to a fixed percentage of live births. “On 
medical grounds,” the academy said, “this 
policy has no logic.” 
A number of medical groups besides the New 
York Academy have supported legislation intro­ 
duced in a half-dozen states in recent years— 
California, Illinois, Maryland, Minnesota, New 
Hampshire, New York — to amend criminal 
codes on abortion along the lines of the Model 
Penal Code of the American Law Institute. 
The highly prestigious Law Institute has recom­ 
mended that abortion be authorized by law in 
cases where the operation is necessary to 
preserve the physical or mental health of a 
woman, when doctors agree that there is sub­ 
stantial risk that a child will be 
born with 
grave physical or mental defects, and when 
pregnancy has resulted from rape or incest. 
The questionable legality of some therapeutic 
abortions performed in American hospitals by 
no means indicates that it is easy for the 
ordinary girl or woman to get an abortion as 
a routine medical procedure. The total number 
of therapeutic abortions relative to live births 
has been declining steadily for the past 20-30 
years as the result of medical advances in the 
care of pregnant women with physical ailments. 
There are some indications that the rate may 
have risen in the past year or two as the result 
of growing willingness of some doctors to abort 
women who have measles in the early months 
of pregnancy or who have other reasons to 
fear the birth of a deformed baby. 
Estim ates of the number of therapeutic abor­ 
tions performed each year in the country as 
a whole range from 8,000 to 18,000. But au­ 
thorities generally agree that at least one 
million illegal abortions are performed annually. 
Criminal abortion at best is a disturbing ex­ 
perience for most women. It may also be a 
dangerous experience if the woman cannot 
locate a qualified doctor willing to “take a 
chance with the law,” or if she cannot afford 
the $500 or higher “black market” price of 
a medically proficient operation. An estimated 
5,000 women die every year as the result of 
inept attempts at abortion. 
Some support is becoming evident for abolition 
of all criminal sanctions against abortion, 
leaving the question of whether or not to 
terminate a pregnancy entirely to private con­ 
sultation between doctor and patient. The Society 
for Humane Abortion, based in San Francisco, 
is working toward such a goal. It has scheduled 
a conference on abortion in that city next Jan. 9. 
A sim ilar group, the Association for the Study 
of Abortion, Inc., established in New York early 
this year, plans to sponsor research “to clarify 
current thinking and attitudes” on abortion. It 
is considering bringing a test case to challenge 
the present restrictive laws.

As school children settle down to the three Rs 
again, parents and teachers are concerned about 
the “ fourth R” — rheumatic fever. Children 
of school age are the special targets of this 
cruel disease, the Missouri Heart Association 
points out, noting that peak incidence occurs 
during the school year.

There’s some monkey business 
going on in the headhunting 
industry. 
Operators trading on the rep­ 
utation of the fierce Jivaro In­ 
dian 
tribe 
are 
pawning off 
shrunken monkey heads as the 
genuine article, Peruvians say. 
Heads of rubber and plastic, 
complete 
with 
a 
thatch 
of 
scarggly black hair, are also 
finding their way to market. 
The Jivaro, who roams the 
steaming Amazon jungles near 
the Ecuadorian border in north­ 
ern Peru, couldn’t careless. 
He is a head hunter for rea­ 
sons other than commercial. He 
is interested only in survival. 
Jivaro tradition holds that a 
w arrior must decapitate a slain 
enemy and shrink the head to 
the size of an orange. 
Few wild tribes remain in the 
Peruvian jungle, but those still 
resisting citlvll ration continue 
to create havoc. 
Last year one band raided a 
work 
crew 
building a road 
through the jungle. Many were 


killed. 
Iquitos newspapers regularly 
relate the latest clashes be­ 
tween Indians and settlers in 
remote jungle posts. 
UJ5. oil companies have made 
their mark here in recent years. 
A shining big refinery looms up 
on the banks of the Amazon a 
few miles north of Iquitos. Drill­ 
ing crews hop about the jungle. 
One war-like tribe, theCashU 
bos, have their own “ Yankee go 
home” symbol which oilmen 
respect. 


A pair of crossed arrows 
spells out the word that oil field 
crews aren’t welcome. 
Cashibos are known ;.s raid­ 
ers who delight in carrying off 
white women after killing the 
men. 
Others are capitalizing on the 
new markets brought to the jun­ 
gle by the white man. One tribe 
produces its nine-foot blowguns 
in quantity, selling them for $10 
in Iquitos shops. 
Blowgun darts also are avail­ 
able but the buyer has to dig up 
his own poison.

WASHINGTON — The Repub­ 
licans 
broadside against the 
John Birch Society is merely 
the 
return fire upon those 
patriots of the soapbox, who hit 
responsible 
conservatives 
while claiming to aim at the 
Communists. 
This column has seen the con­ 
fidential minutes of a typical 
John Birch meeting, at which 
ritual denunciations of the Com­ 
munists were heard.. But the 
most scathing attack was made 
not upon the Communists but 
upon the conservatives, who 
refuse to swallow extremist 
John Birch doctrine. 


The featured speaker was Scott 
Stanley, editor of 
American 
Opinion, the Society’s official 
magazine, who has a reputation 
as a spellbinder on the stump. 
In one breath, he issued a call 
for conservatives to join the 
cause, then, in the next, he 
directed his fire against these 
very conservatives. 
He spit out the words like 
drops of vinegar, castigating

munist sticker pasted on the 
rear bumpers of their cars. 
“ The stupidity,” he added,

dent Eisenhower whom he ac­ 
cused of removing “ less than 
150 security risks” from the 
State Department. 
Most of these, he declared

Stanley claimed that Ike had 
left the State Department crawl­ 
ing with 800 Communists and 
security risks. 
He didn’t mention that Ike had 
given the housecleaning job at 
the State Department to one 
of the late Sen.

vey, Mich., Johnson, Pa., Mize, 
Kans., Stanton, Ohio, Talcott, 
Calif, and Widnall, N. J. 
They were joined by Demo­ 
crats Cabell, Tex., 
Gettys, 
S. C., Grabowski, Conn., Han­ 
sen, Iowa, Ottinger, N. Y. and 
St. Germain,R. I. 
After the vote, Patman com­ 
mented privately; “ When the 
Justice Department stepped on 
the toes of the country’s fourth 
largest 
bank 
(Manufacturers 
Hanover), the roar let out by 
Wall Street was heard in every 
congressional 
district. 
The 
bank’s lawyers didn’t even file 
a motion for appeal. Instead, 
they rushed to Congress for this 
extreme and unprecedented re­ 
lief.” 
FIREARM CHAMPION 
One of the most outspoken op­ 
ponents of the Dodd bill, which 
would restrict the free sale of 
firearm s to criminals, mental 
patients and juveniles, has been 
Rep. Robert L. F. Sikes, D- 
Fla. 
He is also a part-tim e m ajor 
general, who won his stars 
fighting for 
Army appropria­ 
tions on Capitol Hill. Sikes’ 
World War II service was con­ 


fined to a three-month inspec­ 
tion tour of Europe during the 
final days of the war. Yet, 
after the war, the Army kept 
promoting him in the reserves 
every 
time it needed 
more 
money from his appropriations 
committee. 
Sikes has long been champion­ 
ing the right of everyone, fools 
and imbeciles included, to buy 
weapons, free of government 
regulation. A few weeks before 
President Kennedy was gunned 
down, Sikes actually tacked an 
amendment to the arm s control 
act, 
prohibiting any interfer­ 
ence with “the acquisition, pos­ 
session, or use of firearm s by 
an individual for the lawful pur­ 
pose of personal defense, sport, 
recreation, education, or train­ 
ing.” 


Not long afterward, he was 
fined $50 for using his own 
firearms for unlawful purposes. 
He pleaded guilty to the charge 
of hunting turkey over a baited 
field in Chatom, Ala. 
More recently, Sikes has been 
leading the battle against the 
bill, introduced by Sen. Tom 
Dodd, D-Conn., to stop the un­ 
restricted traffic in foreign- 
made 
and 
military-surplus 
firearm s. 
Testifying before both the Sen­ 
ate and House hearings, Sikes 
accused President Johnson and 
Sen. Dodd of going off “ half 
cocked” with 
their 
gun pro­ 
posals and warned that their 
legislation would violate states 
rights. 


However, the Senate report on 
gun legislation, still in con­ 
fidential draft form, points out 
that state laws are inadequate 
to curb the underworld gun traf­ 
fic. 
“ The Massachusetts state po­ 
lice,” declared the Senate re­ 
port, “ have traced 87 per cent 
of the concealable 
firearms 
used in crim es in Massachu­ 
setts 
to out-of-state 
pur­ 
chases.” 
The confidential report also 
discloses; “ In gun murders in­ 
volving emotional provocation, 
it is apparent that if the gun 
were not available on the spur 
of the moment, many such mur­ 
ders could well have ended in 
assault.”

Troops To Be Expected 


AP M ilitary W riter 
WASHINGTON (A P )— If Eu- 
ropean 
allies of the United 
States are w ise, they will start 
planning for the withdrawal of 
significant num bers of Ameri­ 
can troops. 
A withdrawal is not imminent. 
But such a movement may be 
expected perhaps by the early 
1970s. 
That 
is 
when 
the 
United 
States will have a fleet of big 
and fast transport planes able to 
deliver division-size 
forces 
overseas in a m atter of hours, 
and a companion fleet of swift 
depot 
ships 
at sea already 
loaded with w ar gear. 
When this “ quick reaction” 
airlift-seallft capability is a 
reality, UJS. strategic planners 
believe it will be possible to 
scale down to a considerable 
extent the 250,000-man Am eri­ 
can arm y holding the vital cen­ 
ter of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization front in West Ger­ 
many. 
From the UJS. point of view, 
the main advantages to such a 
withdrawal 
would 
be (I) 
a 
sharp reduction in the outflow of 
dollars and gold spent in sup­ 
porting these overseas g arri­ 
sons, and (2) a buildup of the 
strategic 
reserv e within the 
United States for use anywhere 
in the world. 
West G erm ans in particular 
have been edgy whenever there 
has been a suggestion that the 
United States may find it neces­ 


sary to scale down its overseas 
troop com m itm ents. UJi. offi­ 
cials have always sought to 
rea ssu re 
the 
Germ ans that 
th ere are no plans to pull back 
— but no prom ises have been 
given as to the future. 
It is widely known that Secre­ 
tary of Defense Robert S. Mc­ 
N am ara and other UJS. leaders 
have felt that the increasingly 
prosperous West European al­ 
lie s have failed, despite A m eri­ 
can prodding, to live up to their 
com m itm ents to supply fighting 
forces to NATO, and that these 
allies have leaned too heavily on 
the United States. 
Withdrawal of Am erican sol­ 
d ie rs from Europe would not 
mean that this country was 
abandoning its pledge to defend 
Europe. 
UJS. nuclear power 
would still be poised to deter 
any Communist attack. 
And UJS. planners believe that 
the acquisition of a modern air- 
lift-sealift capability would per­ 
mit the United States to rush 
ground forces to Europe well 
within the time they would be 
needed in a crisis. 


The decision to build the CSA 
transport plane, which will be 
able to carry 365 soldiers and 
the heaviest tanks and gear, 
should be a tip-off of things to 
com e.

That as much as anything is 
expected to prevent a majority 
in the General Assembly in fa- 
vor of replacing the Chinese 
Nationalists with the Chinese 
Communists on U-N. bodies. 
Tile assembly will vote outlie 
issue in late October or early 
November. Delegates who have 
studied the outlook carefully 
figure that the margin against 
seating Communist China may 
be only half what it was the last 
time the assembly voted on the 
issue, In October 1963. 
That time the difference was 
16 votes — 41 in favor of the 
Communist 
Chinese 
and 57 
against. Twelve countries ab­ 
stained. 
This time, indications are that 
the difference may be only eight 
votes, with 46 in favor, 56 
against and 13 abstaining. 
In 1963, France and IO of her 
African allies voted against the 
Chinese Communists, 
L ater, Paris established dtpld- 
matic relations with Peking and 
made known that the French 
’'ole next time would be in Pe­ 


king's favor. 
That aroused speculation that 
most of the French African 
countries would switch,too,and 
give the Chinese Communists a 
majority. 
But some close students of 
voting probabilities now believe 
that only the Central African 
Republic, the Cong — Brazza­ 
ville — Mauretania and perhaps 
Senegal will make the switch. 
They say Chinese Communist 
tactics have alarmed theothers 
and 
made them firmly anti­ 
communist. 
Other observers expect the 
vote will be much closer. But 
even if the Chinese Communists 
should get a 
majority, they 
could not come here. The as­ 
sembly decided in 1961 that a 
two-thirds vote would be needed 
to settle the issue. 
Diplomats generally believe it 
would do so again if that deci­ 
sion should be challenged, 
The United States and its sup­ 
porters argue that Communist 
China should be kept away from 
the United Nations because it is 
warlike and the organization is 
only for “peace-loving states."

When I Was A Boy

When I was a boy we had nev­ 
er heard of chinch bugs, army 
worms or any of the pests that 
farmers have had to contend 
with during the past fifty years. 
Neither had we ever heard of 
swarms of grasshoppers 
that 
have done so much damage since 
the close of the Civil War, When 
a farm er planted his seed he 
confidently expected to reap a 
crop and so far as my memory 
goes he always succeeded. But 
we did have sorm pests In those 
days that the present generation 
does 
not 
seem to have; and 
among those might be mentioned 
bed bugs and lice on children's 
heads. 
They must have been 
fashionable, as everybody had 
them, 
and the Lord knows the 
good mothers tired hard enough 
to kill them. 
After nearly a 
hundred years, they seem to 
have finally succeeded. 
When I 
was a boy hypnotism 
was unknown, at least by that 
name, but we had men wo went 
about over the county who called 
themselves mesm erists, 
and 
they could mesmerize some 
people and put them to sleep 
and make them do whatever 
they told tile rn to do, just as 
the modern hynotlsts now do. 
I once saw a man mesmerize, 
and while under the Influence the 
m esm erist 
took 
a 
darning 
needle and ran It through his 
victim’s jaw and then pulled 
the skin up on the back of his 


hand and passed the needle 
through the skin. 
The victim 
never even flinched or grunted, 
and did not even feel It so ho 
said afterwards. O, yes! we had 
some thrills in those days. 
When I was a boy no one in 
this part of the world had ever 
heard of or dreamed of Chinese 
sugar cane, or what we call Sor­ 
ghum. Tile first appearance of 
sorghum in the west was during 
the Civil War, but it has been 
one of our greatest blessings 
from that day down to the pres­ 
ent time. 
Back in those days, 
no man in Missouri had ever 
heard of Kaffir corn or milo 
maize, which is grown so much 
now in the west. 
However, 
people got along well and were 
happy and contented, always 
raising good crops and having 
plenty of good wholesome fruit, 
Of course, people of today could 
not be content to live as their 
grand-dads did, because they 
have 
been raised under dif­ 
ferent circumstances and con­ 
ditions. 
When I was a boy living in 
Glasgow, a plank road was laid 
out a id built between Glasgow 
and 
Huntsville. The road bed 
was graded something like the 
way grading is done for building 
a railroad. 
Hills were cut 
down and low places filled up 
and then the planks were sawed 
out of the best oak to be found 
and were two Inches thick, but 
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were, probably eight feet. 
It 
was a beautiful road, and you 
could hear a team coming down 
the road a mile away. 
Just 
how long this plank road laste 
I do not remember, but it laste 
several years; but when the 
planks gave way and rotted, 
the road just petered out and 
died. 
I do not even know 
whether there were toll gates 
on It or not, but I think there 
were. 
When I was a boy there was 
mighty little love between peo­ 
ple belonging to different de­ 
nominations, and very few could 
see any good In the person who 
differed with him in his relig­ 
ious lie lief. There were but few 
Catholics in our part of the 
world then, and to just mention 
the Catholic always brought out 
bitter denunciation. People ap­ 
peared to think the Catholics 
had horns and hoofs and were 
head. 
On the other hand, the Cath- 
lics had no doubt but that pro­ 
testants were children of the 
Devil. How different it is now, 
when people of all denomina­ 
tions recognize good in men 
regardless of where they be­ 
long. 
People are more liberal 
now, and It is common for 
Catholics and Protestants to 
assist each other in business 
and many other ways.

Economy 
Conquers 
Bugaboos 


NEW 
YORK 
(AP) — The 
economy is better than holding 
its own against two of its most 
feared bugaboos: the job toll of 
automation and the flood of 
teen-agers into Hie labor force. 
N either problem is licked. But 
enough 
new jobs have been 
created in the last year to take 
care of more teen-agers than 
even the most optim istic had 
once dared to hope. And despite 
autom ation's inroads the total of 
blue collar jobs for both the 
younger and the older worker 
lias increased. 
Although the size of the labor 
force has swelled, the number 
of those who can’t find work has 
fallen to its lowest level In eight 
years. 
Part of the credit for the bet­ 
ter than expected showing goes 
to the vigor of the economy it­ 
self. Its growth during an un­ 
precedented 55 • mouth peace­ 
tim e upswing has meant more 
jobs, both in the skilled and un­ 
skilled trades, t>oth in blue and 
white collar categories. 
But part of the credit is due to 
special circum stances. One is 
the drive to get teen-agers jobs. 
Both the government and p ri­ 
vate 
industry have launched 
such program s. Another cause 
is the drive to keep more young­ 
ste rs in school longer to learn 
the skills that modern technolo­ 
gy demands — and, as a by­ 
product, to keep them out ofthe 
lab9 r force foraw hile. 
More generous pension plans 
also a re reducing the percent­ 
age of those past 65 who are 
looking for work. M edicare may 
lessen the urgent need of many 
m ore for jobs. 
A further contributor to the 
improved employment picture 
is that the widening Viet Nam 
war effort has meant more busi­ 
ness activity in many lines, 
some far afield from just the 
production of the hardware that 
war demands.
